1. Th mployer in relation to each of the said establishment (hereinafter 
referred to as me employer) shall submit such returns to the Regional provident Fund 
Commissioner concerned and maintain such account and provide such facilities for 
inspeci ion, as the Central Provident Fund Commissioner may direct from time to time. 

2. The employer shall pay such inspection charges as the Central Govt, may from 
time to time, direct under clause (a) Sub-Section (2A) of Section 17 of the said Act 
within 15 days from the close of every month.

4. The employer shall display on the notice board of the establishment, copy of the 
Rules [>f the Group Insurance Scheme as approved by the Central Govt./ Central 
Provident Fund Commissioner as and when amended alongwith translation of salient 
feature s thereof in the language of the majority of the employees.

No amendment of the provisions of the Group Insurance Scheme shall be made 
without the prior approval of the Regional Provident Fund Commissioner concerned and 
where any amendment is likely to effect adversely the interest of the employee his 
approval, give a reasonable opportunity to the employee to explain his point of view. 

9. Therefore, any reason the employee of the said establishment do not remain 
covered under the Group Insurance Scheme of the Life Insurance Corporation of India as 
already adopted by the said establishment, for the benefits to the employees under this 
scheme are reduced in any manner, the exemption shall be liable to be cancelled. 


10. Where for any reason the employer fails to pay the premium etc. within the due 
date as fixed by the Life Insurance Corporation of India and the policy is allowed to 
lapse, the exemption shall be liable to be cancelled. 

11. In case of default, if any made by the employer in payment of premium the 
responsibility for the payment of Insurance benefits to the nominee(s) legal heir(s) of 
deceased member who would have been covered under the said scheme but for grant of 
this exemption shall be that of the employer. 

12. Upon the death of the member covered under the Group Insurance Scheme, this 
Life Insurance Corporation of India shall ensure prompt payment of the sum assured to 
the nominee(s), legal heir(s) of the deceased member entitled for it and in any case 
within one month from the receipt of claims complete in all respect.

NOTES ON ACCOUNTS OF THE UNIVERSITY . 

I. Significant Accounting Policies - 

1. The accounts of the University are prepared on Historical 
Cost convention and Cash basis instead of accrual basis. 

2. The fixed assets are shown at cost without any 
Depreciation. 

3. The UGC does not approve the creation of any 
Depreciation Reserv e Fund, and therefore, no Reserve 
Fund is created. 

4. Investments are accounted for at cost. 

5. The value of non-consumable stores written off is 
deducted from the relevant Assets. 

6. No provision is made in the accounts for Retirement 
benefits viz. Gratuity. Leave Encashment and Pension 
which are accounted for as and when they are paid. 

7. Fixed assets received by way of Gifts and Donations 
are accounted for in the books by making direct entry 
in the statement of Assets and Liabilities. 

8. The University invests Provident Fund money in 
Government Securities, Bonds, Certificates issued 
by the Public Sector Banks, etc., as per the pattern 
of investment communicated by Govt, of India. 


II. Notes on Accounts - 

1. The University also invests money available out of 

the Maintenance Grant, not required for immediate 
use, in short term deposit accounts with the 
Nationalized Banks. 

2. Previous year figures have been indicated wherever 
necessary to conform to the current year’s presentation. 
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3. In terms of the Executive Council's Resolution the 
receipts from the recognized institutions are included 
in Corpus Fund. 

4. The gross value of fixed assets has been shown at 
their cost of acquisition, which includes freight, duties, 
taxes and installation charges, if any. 

5. Earmarked Fund Account includes figures pertaining 
to Project and Fellowship Accounts. 

6. Surplus of University, which includes gifts and donations, 
are exempt under Income Tax Act.. 
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Audit Certificate 


I have examined the Receipts and Payments Account and Income and Expenditure 
Account for the year ending 31 March 2004 and the statement of Assets and Liabilities as on 31 
March 2004 of Jawaharlal Nehru University. I have obtained all the information and 
explanations that I have required and subject the observations in the appended Audit Report, 
which inter alia contains the following major audit observations, majority of which have been 
persistent over the years: 


• Contingent liability of Rs. 12.95 crore on account of unpaid property tax to MCD since 
1992-93 had not been disclosed in Notes forming part of accounts/Para 2.1.1); 

• Assets as well as liabilities were understated by Rs. 1.03 crore due to inclusion of minus 
balances representing amounts recoverable from the project sponsoring agencies under 
189 projects (Para 2.1.2); 

• Basic records like land and building register and assets register were not maintained 
: properly. There were differences of Rs. 5.42 crore between the figures shown in the 

Balance Sheet and the basic records (Para 2.2.2); 

• Unutilised/unspent grants of Rs. 16.80 lakh under closed projects lying unreconciled for 4 
to 13 years (Para 5.4); 

• Sponsoring agencywise projects accounts did not reflect details of sub-headwise 
expenditure of each project (Para 5.5). 

I certify as a result of my audit, that in my opinion these accounts and the statement of 
Assets and Liabilities are properly drawn up so as to exhibit a true and fair view of state of 
affairs of Jawaharlal Nehru University according to the best of information and explanations 
given to me and as shown by the books of the organisation
